Similar disks 
appeared over.: Boianai, New Guinea, the'day before, and humanoids 

appeared on top. Thirty eight witnesses recorded these dramatic. 

sightings, and the-8. page report by Father .Gill was sent to . 

bourne, Austrailia, and thence-to . the" United States. Peter Norris 

of Melbourne considered the Gill series of sightings to be one of ^ 
the most important ever recorded. There can be do doubt that .they 
saw material obje cts and the four humanoids v/ere .real beings — .■ 
of some kind. It is Interesting to note, too, that many UFOS re¬ 
portedly exhibit such colored lights as red, v/hite, and blue',— /

Constable Keith Read was on patrol in the town 
of Blackburn (on foot) when he looked up and there it was. §o as 
to make sure his eyes were not deceiving him he called a"colieague 
P.C Norman Robinson... "I observed a bright object In the sky travel¬ 
ing at a very high speed in a Northeasterly direction, it was a 
bright orange-colored object." "^^t Intervals, a white halo of light 
could be seen above the object.",;.. A police spokesman at Bla cburn 
said that the previous night two civilians had reported seeing two 

ufos in the sky.On 24/10/67 two police officers in a patrol 

car in southern England told hov/ a glowing object seemed to lead 
their patrol car in a fantastic game, of. tag. Constable Roger IVilley 
who was driving the patrol car said; "It was star-shape. It was 
hovering about tree-top; level' over wooded countryside at Brandis 
Gorner, near Holsworth Devon".

OCALA, FLORIDA - OCT. 26- (Actual date of sigh, ting) - A giant white 
object, that "glowed like a thousand candles" was spo’tted in t he sky 
near here by a Florida Highv;ay patrol trooper... ."I was afraid peo¬ 
ple vrauld think I was ^irazy," Trooper B. J, Putcfr told UPI, " so I 
drove into the little town of Belleview andpointed it out to some 
other men who saw it'too." "It never got close enough to really 
frighten i^ieV Putch said, "But I do think it actually followed me." 
Putch said he spotted the big blob in the pre-dawn sky at about 
5;16 AIVl.as he made his roa nds. "It v/ould hover and move about 
quichly and it seemed to be about 500 ft. from the ground.^ But I 
can't describe the shape of it. It was just a giant, glowing, 
blob." The trooper said that the object seemed to get as close as

GEORGIA REPORTS Georgia has been the scene of the same type of 

slghb ings that have been crowding Florida cars off the road. 

On Oct. 22 reports were filed in 11 dlggerent tov/ns - from such 
scattered locations as Milledgeville, Greenville, Kev/man, Talbottom, 
Fayetteville and Taylor County. State Patrolman Jerry Goldin said 
he was the first to sopt the UFO - one ice blue and the other a 
yellow rectangle-shaped object with a red side about 100 yards off 
the tops of the trees. The blue one was about a mile high. ....... 

Newman Patrolman Dale Spradlin said'he chased a ball of light - 

8 inches in diameter-for about 8 miles down a road just outside 
Nev/man. "It v/as a good distance in front of us pulling away, so 
we turned around to come back to tov/n, " said Spradlin. He added 
that the object was traveling above tree-top level. It turned on 
us and followed,he said, it was going and gaining on us and was 
going about 75 miles per hour." After the object caught up with 
him, it pulled into the sky, emmittlng a beam of bluish light that 
illuminated the raadway, the officer said.The newspaper short¬ 

ly after that released the 'explanation' that this object was a 
weather balloor. Although earlier reports had discounted that as 

a possible explanation.(ScoopNote: Show me a weather 

balloon that will chase a police car for 8 miles - dojng 75 MPH 
- not to mention the fact that it was reported tobe 8 inches bigt) 

Oct. 18 - Franklin, Nev/ Jersey - Red and green moving lights were 
reportedly seen gliding across the sky in the East Millstone area 
"I saw thegi, and nothing will convince me that it was my imagin¬ 
ation," said Somerset County Park Patrolman Edward Harabin. "I 
didn't see little men, or rays or flying saucers, but the lights 
weren't my imagination." Harablnsaid he observed the lights for 
almost an hour and thogh at t imes they were no more than 200 ft. 
above him - they made no noise. Franklin Patrolman Bognar, called 

to the scene, said he also saw objects at some distance away.

■ A fev7 months ago Scoop carried the story of a Mr. Gabriel Koz- 
ora, v/ho was aiming a Polaroid camera toward his 11 year old son, in 
the front yard of his rural home, iihen Kozora heard the whirr of a 

spaceship, he trained his camera on it and got tv/o exposures. 

Our Special Reporter, "Jeep", vms able to obtain this personal inter- 
vievif with Mr. Kozora. . 

" I finally got to talk to Mr. Kozora and also to view the two 
photos he had taken of the flying object. This took place several 
v;eeks ago and indicates his reluctance to talk - or even to shov/ his 
photos. The photos are very sharp and clear and imder a magnifying 
glass it is something to L behold! ' , j ;:,.i 

The photos are 5^ inches v/ide and-4 inches long and the size of 
the object in comparison to the size of the-photo would be in com¬ 
parison to a dime. Thei PORTHOLES are verj’’ precise.and distinct and 
definitely of a metallic structure with no visible rivets along th* 
sides or the belly of the object. " It seems to be of one piece of 
highly polished metal with no spin to it or an 7 / turrets turning on 
it." This last sentence is a quote from Mr. Kozora. 

'Mr. Kozora'has stated th.at the U.3.A.P. spent more time examin¬ 
ing his camera than the photos and he seems to be puzzled by this. 

He has also stated tcr^me that several magazines have approached him 
in' securing the* rights to publish the photos, but so far he has de¬ 
clined the offers": because he said he never wants to have that night¬ 
mare again facing investigators both military and civilian and right

Many strange occurances have happened in connection with 
UPG sightings and investigators. Amoung the best recorded are 
those of the.three men in black, kidnappings of hiunans by Ply¬ 
ing Saucers, strange deaths of Ufologists, writings found beside 
UPO landings and "faces" on pictures. These will be discussed 
. below. .. 

In 1952 Albert K. Bender of Bridgeport, Conn, created the 
International Plying Saucer Bureau. The organization was well 
on it's way till 1953 when A1 Bender stopped the operation of 
IPSB explaining that he had been visited by "three men in black 
suits". Bender didn't release any further information ' till 1962 
when'his book "Plying Saucers and the Three Men" was published. 
(Read "They Knew Too Much About Plying Saucers" by Gray Barker 
and SAGA,.Oct. 1967) 

Bender has several mysterious experiences before the three 
men'6'appearance. He saw pulsating blue lights in his home and 
smelled a peculiar order much like rotten eggs or burning sul¬ 
phur. These men apparently frightened Bender and took him to a 
base under Antarctica where the three men's race extracted min¬ 
erals from the sea. The three men used human disquises to hide 
their features which are described as those of the 'Platwoods' 
monster. Only after their departure in I960'was Bender able to 
tell of them. Bender is the best known of the silenced ufolo- 
^ ■-■gists. Others who have been silenced are Jarrold, John Stuart, 
and Laimon Biitris. 

' ' Other strange experiences v'ere experienced by Mr. Homer 
Schaefer ( an ex-ufologist of Kitchener) and myself. Mr. Sch¬ 
aefer was downstairs in his home and distinctly heard creaking 
noises upstairs in 1962. The noise was at.first.a,quick patter, 
like that of a small animal, such as a squirrel, on the roof.. 
Soon the noise turned to a heavy tramp. He went upstairs to in¬ 
vestigate. His dog barked as she always does at unfamiliar voi¬ 
ces or people. The door of his room was closed but he remember¬ 
ed having left it open. He opened the door and found nothing - 
but his books were disturbed.; These books, which he collects, 
are onthe subject of Black Magic and flying saucers. Since all ' 
windows were locked he continued to search for the intruder but 
found nothing. 

Early in 1967 I was alone in the house. My dog was the only' 
other occuoant in the house. I had just taken some ufo books and 
'magazines downstairs. Suddenly, the phone rang. No body was on 
the line. After paging through the material I flicked ont wo 
light switches to go upstairs. One switch turned on a light out 
side the house and the other switch turned on the lights near the 
top of the stairs in the hall and near the bottom. I started .to 
walk upstairs when the lights on the inside suddenly went out!!

I had walked three of the fifteen stairs and was about to 
turn around, but, I looked up to the top of the stairs and saw 
something I will never forget for the rest of my life! 

I could see the upper half of a 'human' body leaning around 
the edge of the wall! The lower portion was hidden from view. 

This 'human' body can best be described as a shadow. ( I could ^ 

make out few details with the help of a light in the kitchen.) 

The black clothing seemed to be part of the body. As it was hard 
to see I couldn't tell the difference. I COULDN'T MAKE OUT A FACE! j 
I quickly turned about, went down the three stairs in one step and 
turned on the light. NO ONE'was there anymore. Then I turned on 
the light for the outside. Nothing happened. I had to go out and 
screw in the bulb — yet several seconds ago I had seen the same 
light working. My dog, who always follows orders wouldn't come up¬ 
stairs with me. I went up to investigate but found nothing. 

Before this experience, I with four other persons, couibd smell 
a foul odor (Feb. 28, 1967) in the house like that of burning sul¬ 
phur. We first discovered the intense smell at 6:10 PM. V/e could 

still smell it at 6:22 pm all over the house...

'^Many Convinced UFOS Busy 'Rustling* Animals" — John A» Keel --

A rapidly mounting mass of reports from all over the world 
indicates that many people are now convinced that those elusive 
unidentified flying objects (UFOS) are busily stealing and in di- 
sacting, dogs, cows and horses. 

Irat-e farmers and per-owners everywhere are confusing, local 
law enforcement agencies with these far-out claims backed up by 
the dismembered carcasses of hapless animals. Strangest of.all, 
the blood, bone marrow and certain vital organs have all been ex¬ 
pertly removed from the bodies. 

Last November, William Watson of Gallipolis, Ohio, discov¬ 
ered his missing German shepherd dog in the center of an isiiated 
field. The knee-high grass around the dog's body was pressed ; 
flat in a perfect circle, 20 feet in diameter. Although there 
was no sight that the dog had been attacked by any "ordinary" 
animal, every bone- in its body was crushed and there was no 
blood in evidence. Innumerable residents in the area had report¬ 
ed seeing low-flying, saucer-shaped objects shortly before the 
dog's carcass was found. 

A few months earlier, a registered nurse living alone on a 
nearby farm had complained to the police and the FBI' about mys¬ 
terious "cattle rustlers" who were slaughtering her cows late at 
night. She said that she had seen strange I'^inous objects hov¬ 
ering' at tree-top level above her pastures on a number of occas¬ 
ions. One night she glimpsed a tall male figure dressed in white 
coveralls in her field. She ran out with a shotgun and.'the fig¬ 
ure left hurriedly, leaping over a tall fence with astounding 
ease. The cow carcasses had been expertly'butchered in part and 
the bodies were bloodless. ■ 

Weird reports of unearthly cattle rustlers have appeared 
again and again since 1897. In April ef that year, Alexander 
Hamilton, a farmer in Le Roy, Kans., signed an affidavit swear¬ 
ing; that he and his family had observed a huge cigar-shaped ob¬ 
ject "occupied by six of the strangest beings I ever saw" hov-' 
ering over a two year old heifer in his fields. A noose was low¬ 
ered around the animal's neck and it was hauled into the sky in 
full view of the amazed farmers. A few days later the hide of 
the stolen creature turned up in a field about four miles away. 

On Sept. 7j 1956, three men near Twin Falls, Idaho, report¬ 
ed seeing a saucer-shaped object, 200 feet in diameter, settle 
near* a luckless steer. The object took off before they could 
reach it'. The steer was gone when it flew off, they declared.

Another case was recorded on April 1, 1963, at Ghileno Valley, 
California,,, when a .fanner told police that a flying saucer had stam¬ 
peded his herd of cattle. Aroa sed by the rumpus, he said he re¬ 
ached the scene just in time to see a grasiap of short men in white . 

coveralls grab a calf and haul it into the object. ' 

. Early in September, 1967, a baffled veterinarian was called * 

upon to examine the bodies of several strangely butchered cows 
near Allentown, Pa. Parts of their hides had been removed, and 
9-11 of their blood and bone marrow was inexplicably missing. Or- ^ 

dinary animals of prey were ruled out as the culprits. 

It was about that same time that "Snippy", the pet horse of 
Mrs. Barle Lewis, was found in a similar condition near Alamosa, 

Colo. Plying saucers had been reported consistently in the area 
for over five years, according to Alamosa County Sheriff Ben Phil¬ 
lips. ^ But he theorized that "snippy" was the victim of a stray 
li^tning bolt. An anonymous pathologist from Denver examined the 
horse's carcass, however, and found that all of the fluid had been 
drained from the brain and spinal colxmin. All of the animal’s 
blood had also been extracted in some manner. He refected out¬ 
right the lighting theory. 

Cov/s and horses have not been the only victims reported in 
these bizarre Incidents. A farmer in Isola, Italy, accused - 
"three dwarves in metallic diving suits" of stealing several of 
his pet rabbits on Nov. 14, 1954. He claimed he caught the thieves 
red-handed near his hutdi es and tried to fire a fifle at them but 
it wouldn't go off. The dwarves gathered up his rabbits, he said, 
and got into a cigar-shaped machine and flev/ off. 

In South America, a perpetual hotbed for unusual UPO tales, 
police officials investigating extensive flying saucer reports in 
Barcelos, , Brazil, in Sept. 1962, learned that 17 chickens, six 
pigs and two cows had all vanished during a UPO wave. Several pigs 
also reportedly vanished from thfeir well-protected pens at the Ag¬ 
ricultural college in Pamlngdale, L.I., this August, at a time 
when there were Repeated power failures in the area and UPOs were 
allegedly appearing nightly. 

During the massive wave of UPO reports in Nov. 1956, there were 
several v/ell-documentated cases of dognapplng. A Dante, Tenn. fam 
boy, Everett Clark, told reporters that he saw four people get out 
of an oblong object on Nov. 6, 1956, and make an effort, to catch his 
dog, Prlsky, Hundreds of miles away on that same night, John Trasco 
of Ever!ttstown, N.J. complained that a strange little man with frog? 
like eyes tried to take his dog. Trasco said he angrily ordered the 
creature off his property and it got into a luminous, egg-shaped 
craft and flew off.
